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FEDERATED CHARITIES 

IN COMMON with Ihc vest of Montreal, McGill next week will 
sponsor- ihc annual drive in aid of the Federated Charities, 
Plans hsTc been made with Lawrence ILirt as the organiser, and 
a corps of able captains who will have charpe of their respective 
faculties. Each year the McGill list has been growing larger and 
larger, and eacii year the quota had been raised accordingly. 
Seeing that the students gave over $1,300 last year, the objective 
this year has been placed at $1,500. 

People for whom this is the first season in ^lontreal have 
not had the unhappy experience of being stopped quite frequently 
on the streets and asked for the price of a cup of coffee and a 
shakedown. Begging in Montreal, authorised or otherwise, has 
become a stain on the city's character. But this form of obtain- 
ing relief is only one of the seasonal features of the 'city, for it 
is occasioned by the influx of hoboes for the winter. There are 
refuges and missions at which they can obtain aid if they are 
genuine, which is doubtful. 

But there are those who need relief, whose cases are not 
doubtful and who are never seen begging on the street. That tliis 
should exist in a civilisation which claims lo be of a high 
standard of prosperity is deplorable, but this is not the place to 
rsraionstrate •v\-ith society. Other means and people more com- 
petent must deal with those questions. The. fact remains that 
there are those who are not so fortunate in the possession of 
wordlyjfoods as we are. 

Their case i? not seasonal and cannot be dealt with by a 
handout whVi the spirit moves us. AM through the year there 
are Welfare "iàsociations, charitable iustitutions and free clinics 
which are\ dispensing their services as best as their limited 
means can be eked out. Having no foundation fund and no de- 
finite income tHey- find, themselves in a precarious position at 
different intervals which, if noi tided over by the Federated 
Charities, Avould mean that they would have to go out of exist- 
ence. ' " '•■ 

The mos: populai- way of obtaining money has been tag 
days, wJieu "oîîês""sensitiveness was appealed to -as avt being in 
M'ith the crowd and therefore a piker. The response was not 
t;enuine and only displayed the fact that one wanted to keep in 
witji his fellows. Meanwhile this rage for tag days had grown so 
large and could be sprung by anyone who had a whim or a fad 
'•Jiat it was hard to distinguish the good from the bad. Last year 
an editor of the Queen's Journal, wishing to show how easy it 
y,as' to stage a tag day and how gullible hoi polloi were, had a 
ày all for himself and netted some hundreds of dollars. 
■Needless to say he justified hi.s position by handing over the 
money to local hospitals, but it .showed what could be done. 

Realising this and endeavouring to do things in a business 
nethod, some thirty charities or more used the sound .'^y.slem of 
centralisation and pooled all theii- efforts in a Federated 
Charities Drive. The appeal was made on the grounds that after 
having once given to the Federated Ciiarities tlie poo)', much- 
chased contributor could honestly say that he had given to all 
the charities in which he ,was interested. 

It i.s true that not all the charitici Jii IMontreal are re- 
j)resented and not wholely sustained by the Federated Cliai-ities, 
but the major and mo.st active and worthy are included in tlie 
number. If all the charities were included the objective of $640,- 
000 for the whole of Montreal would be ridiculously inadequate. 

Considering the status of the student, especially at tliis time 
of the year with regard to money matters, and now that the 
Book Exchange is j)aying out, the objective of $1,500 is a very 
small quota. Tiiis should be easily topped, as in former years, 
and -when Christmas comes we may have the satisfaction that 
there is someone enjoying the fe.stive spirit as well as ourselves. 
■\Vhen the heat comes and we are away by the side of the lake 
we shall know that city mothers and their children are in the 
cool of the mountains. When we are on vacation we shall know 
that children in the city, who have no oppojtunity to play in 
the country, have playgrounds provided foj- them inside the city. 
When we have given we shall feel that our heart has growij a 

little bigger. , ' .
